Prohibitionists Will Gather. 

It was also announced that 50,000 pro 
hibitionists are expected to gather inAt- 
lanta that day, and “undertake to set- 
tle the differences which have been re- 
ported to be threatening the ranks of 
the prohibitionists.* 

Thomas B. Felder, general counsel 
for the Law| Enforcement committee, 
stated Sunday that he has received 
between 70 and 80 replies to the let- 
ters which he has sent out to’ prohibi- 
tion members of the general assembly 
assuring him that they will be pres- 
ent at the caucus which he has called 
to meet at the Ansley hotel on the 
night before the legislature meets. Mr. 
Felder also stated that he expected 
members of the Georgia delegation in 
Washington to be present and speak at 
this meeting. 

“There is absolutely nothing in the 
report that this caucus will in any- 
wise antagonize the governor,” said Mr. 
| sreider. “It will be the object of this 
caucus to ‘support the governor and 
give him the great credit for prohibi- 
tion which is due him. Not only that, 
but we are going to give credit to the 
other prohibitionists who deserve it. 
I don’t mean just any prohibitionists 
-—-for all of us can be prohibitionists 
now—but I mean thosetwho fell in the 
trenches. 

Meetings Will Not Conflict. 

“The conference which Governor Har- 
ris has called for the afternoon before 
the legislature meets will in no way 
conflict with the meeting at night, and 
there will be nothing but the utmost

Auhtria i8 only slightly less heavy a 


loser than Germany with a total of 
1,469,100. Her dead, however, only 
number 523,100 and her wounded 353,- 
000. Her captured and missing run 
up to 591,000, owing to the heavy losses 
of prisoners in the two retreats before 
the Russians. 

Turkey alsu has been a heavy loser, 
having a wide sweep of front from 
Gallipoli through Syria, Arabia, Meso- 
potamia and Armenia with seri- 
ous pressure from British, Rus- 
sian and native armies. Her total is 
given as 307,000, with 127,000 dead, 119,- 
000 wounded, and 70,000 captured and 
missing. 

Bulgaria is the smallest loser, with 
the meager total of 20,500, largely be- 
cause the Serbian campaign was won 
merely by the threat of her entrance 
into the war. Her dead total 7,500; her 
wounded 7,000, and her captured and 
missing 6,000.

TARIFF COMMISSION 
-—SFLECTED BY WILSO 


Nominations May Go to Sen- 
ate Today—Taussig to Be’ 
Chairman.

| Washington, March 11.—President 
! Wilson practically has completed selec- 
tion of the tariff commi'ssion and the 
| nominations probably’ will be sent to 
_the senate during the present special 
| session—possibly tomorrow. 

: Professor Frank W. Taussig, of Har- 
vard university, will be chairman of 
the cOmmission, and has obtained leave 
of absence from Harvard until Septem- 
ber, 1918. He is an authority on eco- 
nomics, and has written extensively on 
ithe tariff. 
| Daniel 


' 


G. Roper, another member 
expected to be nominated by the presi- 
dent, has had practical experience in 
dealing with the tariff. After serving 
in the South Carolina legislature, he 
became clerk of the senate interstate 
commerce committee, and then became 
identified with the census bureau in 
the collection of cotton statistics. When 
the present tariff law was framed he 
was connected with the house ways 
and means committee as an authority 
On Statistics. Until last fall he was 
first assistant postmaster general. 

William Kent, a member of the house 
until March 4, probably will be an- 
other member. He was born in Chi- 
cago, but has lived most of his life 
in California. He has been extensively 
identified with banking and other forms 
of business. He was elected to one 
congress as an insurgent republican, 
and for two terms a's an independent, 
but was not a candidate for re-election 
last year. During the last campaign 
he supported President Wilson and 
headed the Wilson Independent league. 

Among the other men under con- 
Sideration is E, P.. Costigan, of Den- 
ver, a lawyer. He was originally a 
republican, but in 1912 and again In 
1914 was the progressive candidate 
for governor of Colorado. Professor 
Irving Fisher, of Yale, has also been 
mentioned, as have E. E. Pratt, chief 
of the bureau of foreign and domestic 
commerce of the commerce department, 
and Miss Ida Tarbell, a writer. It is 
understood, however, that Miss Tarbell 
refused to consider the position. 

The commission will be composed of 
six members, not more than three of 
whom can belong to one party. Its 
duties will be to study all phases of 
the tariff question and report to con- 
Eress. 

The president is known to consider 
the work of the commission as pecu- 
liarly important because of the proba- 
bility that after the present war at 
lea'st a partial revision of the tariff 
will be necessary. It is possible that 
the commission may go to Europe to 
study questions affecting the Ameri- 
can tariff. 

Several hundred nominations which 
failed of confirmation by the senate 
during the last session will be sent in 
again by the president tomorrow. It 
is probable that many will not be con- 
firmed until the extra session of con- 
gress in April, however. 


STOCKADE PROPERTY 
WILL AID NEW BUREAU 


Councilman Nutting Says Part 
of It Could Be Used for 
Elementary Agriculture. 


If the plans now under way to con- 
vert a portion of the present stockade 
property to school purposes are carried 
out, an ideal tract of land will be avail- 
able for the elementary agricultural de- 
partment which is to be a part of the 
educational research and vocational 
guidance bureau, according to Council- 
man James R. Nutting, who has fur- 
nished The Constitution a letter prais- 
ing Cator Woolford for his gift to the 
cause of education. 


His letter is as follows: 

Editor Constitution: Let me add my 
word of praise to Mr. Cator Woolford for 
his» splendid generosity in enabling the 
board of education to inaugurate a voca- 
tional training department. No department 
of our school system offers wider possi- 
bilities for good than this new depart- 
ment and the whole city owes Mr. Woolford 
a debt of gratitude for what he has done. 

In this connection, with elementary agri- 
culture as one of the probable features of 
the new department under an expert fur- 
nished by the general government, I wish to 
call attention to the plans that are now 
under way for converting a portion of the 
stockade property to school purposes. If 
these plans cam be carried out, as now con- 
templated by the council committee in 
change, an ideal tract of ground will be 
available for the purpose. With a few slight 
changes the present stockade building would 
serve admirably for the Tech High school, 
with almost unlimited room for expansion, 
and the adjoining grounds would furnish 
not only a maenificent campus and athletic 
field, but a large part of the land is al- 
ready in cultivation and admirably adapted 
for a department of elementary agriculture 
whenever it is determined to add a depart- 
ment of this kind. 

The stockade property, as now used, has 
|} for many years retarded the growth of that 
part of the city, but the committee in 
charge of the matter is very hopeful that 
a solution of the whole proposition will be 
found under which the city prison will be 
transferred to another location.

RIOTS ABOUT BREAD 


NRUSGIAN CATA 
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‘Heavy Snowfalls Have Delayed 


Transports of Cereals 
by Railway. 


Petrograd, March 11.—(Via London.) 
“Very heavy falls of snow during the 
last winter,” says a ‘semi-official an- 


, nouncement issued here today, “caused 
‘great difficulty 


in the transport of 
cereals by railway and their regular 
and timely arrival in Petrograd. These 
difficulties have led the population to 
entertain fears which are not justified, 
that the supplies of bread may soon be 
exhau'sted., 

“Some of the inhabitants of the cap- 
ital gave way to panic and began to 
make raids on the bread supplies, thus 
creating a more or less appreciable 
shortage. These disturbances, how- 
ever, were of a limited character and 
owing to the energetic measures taken 
did not assume anywhere a ‘serious 
aspect. At the same time various ex- 
ceptional measures, including the pub- 
lic sales of bread in different quarters 
of the city, were taken. Meanwhile, 
with the diminishing falls of snow the 
railways are being cleared and food- 
stuffs approaching normal quantities 
now are arriving in Petrograd.” 

In order to relieve the temporary 
shortage of bread, due to difficulties 
in transportation, a bill has been pro- 
posed in the duma which would vest 
in the municipal authorities and town 
councils the authority regarding pro- 
visoning which now rests with the 
ministry of agriculture. 

The difficulty experienced in buy- 
ing bread freely, coupled with the fear 
of a permanent’ shortage, prompted 
working people to leave their places 
of employment and gather’ in variou's 
parts of the city in peaceable protest 
against the _ situation. In Petrograd 
these gatherings have been confined 
to sporadic street demonstrations which 
were easily handled. There has been 
no serious clash here and detachment's 
of mounted troops which are patrolling 
the streets have only found it neces- 
sary to keep the crowds moving. 


London, March 11.—A Reuter dis- 
patch from Petrograd says that owing 
to disorders in recent days, Genera] 
(havaloff, commander of the Petro- 
grad district, has issued a proclamation 
forbidding all assemblages in the 
streets and warning citizens that the 
troops have been authorized to use 
their arms or any means to preserve 
order in the capital.

in wealth and commerce. With the 
fall of the Caliphs before the Turkish 
sultans, the decline of Bagdad com- 
menced. It was successively the prey 
of Turks, Mongols, Tartars and Per- 
Sians, butit was not until 1638 that the 
city became definitely a part of the 
Turkish empire. Its ancient importance 
was largely due to the fact that it 
stood at the center of the lines of com- 
munication between India and Persia 
and the west, but the opening of new 
routes by way of Trebizond = and 
through Armenia diverted its’ trade 
and was a vital factor in its decline. 
Hritish Campaign Against Bagdad. 
The British campaign against Bag- 


Anglo-Indian forte under Major Gen- 
eral Charles Vere Ferrers Townshend 
was landed at the head of the Persian 
gulf and moved rapidly up the Tigris. 
The primary object of the expedition 
was to secure the valuable oil wells in 
the region at the mouth of the Tigris, 
but the ultimate and far greater object 
was the shattering of the great Ger- 
man dream of dominion in the 
East. The realization of this dream 
was based on the construction of the 
Berlin-Constantinople-Bagdad railway, 
and by the seizure of Bagdad the Brit- 
ish hoped to prevent the completion of 
this road, at least by German hands, 
and strike a shattering blow at Ger- 
man prestige in that section of the 
world. 

General Townshend commanded 
force of about 40,000 men and at first 
he pushed forward with amazing speed. 


Amara, about 20 miles from the mouth 
of the Tigris and about 100 miles from 
Bagdad. On the 22d of the 
November he _ reached Ctesiphon, 
miles from his goal, where he was at- 
tacked by an overwhelming force of Ot- 
toman troops. His water supply gave 
out and he was forced to retreat. 
Fighting a continuous rear guard ac- 
tion, the British expendition regained 
Kut-el-Amara on December. Here Gen- 
eral Townshend determined to make a 
stand with a portion of his forces and 
entrenched with about 10,000 men, while 
the remainder of his troops continued 
to fall back along the Tigris, in order 
to join hands with the relief army that 
was hurriedly dispatched from France 
and India, after the defeat at Ctesi- 
phon. Thirty thousand Indian troops 
and two Anglo-Indian divisions which 
had been fighting in France, formed 
the relief corps that joined the rem- 
nants of the Townshend expedition, and 
made a desperate effort to rescue the 
beleaguered garrison at Kut-el-Amara. 
For three months General Sir Percy 
Lake, the relief commander, fought his 
way up the Tigris, and was within 
eight miles of his besieged comrades 
when, on April 13, 1916, General Town- 
shend, his food supplies exhausted, was 
compelled to surrender. In the mean- 
time additional reinforcements had been 
sent from Egypt, including the Thir- 
teenth Colonial division which had tak- 
en part in the ill-fated Gallipoli cam- 
paign. But after the disaster at Kut- 
el-Amara the British abandoned the of- 
fensive for several months.

GERARD AND PARTY 


~ ARRIVE AT HAVANA 


Voyage of Former U. S. 
, Ambassador to Germany 
Without Incident — No 
| Submarines Were Sighted 
| on Trip. 


Havana, March 11.—James W. Gerard, 
i'former American ambassador to Ger- 
many, and his party arrived at Havana 
this morning from Corunna, Spain, on 
board the Spanish steamship Infanta 
Isabel, Mr. Gerard will leave here 
Monday morning at 10 o’clock for K&y 
West, Fla., on board the steamship 
Governor Cobb. 

The voyage of the Infanta Isabel, 
‘which began at Corunna under threat- 
ening auspices, Was without incident. 
There had been apprehension before 
embarking at the Spanish port because 
of the submarine menace, notwith- 
standing that the Infanta Isabel is a 
neutral ship. She carried more than 
1.600 Spanish emigrants and Ge'- 
many is known to be anxious to main- 
tain friendly relations with Spain. 


| Many launches came out to the ship, 
the occupants greeting Mr. Gerard, who 
‘stood at the rail.

General 
Frederick Stanley Maude was in com- 
mand of the new campaign and was 
unofficially reported to have 120,000 
men at his disposal. 

The exact composition and numbers 
of the British forces have, however, 
never been officially made public. 

From the time of the opening of the 
campaign the British progress was 
‘steadv and uninterrupted, and in its 
last phases of remarkable rapidity. On 
February 26 Kut-el-Amara was captur- 
ed for the second time and several 
thousand Turkish’ prisoners’ taken. 
Within two weeks the British had 
driven forward about ninety miles and 
on March & their cavalrv patrols were 
within a few miles of Bagdad. 

The fall of Kut-el-Amara and the 
rapid progress of the British toward 
Bagdad was the signal! for the renewal 
of the Russian campaign to the north. 
A Russian army advancing from Persia 
captured Hamadan and pushed swiftly 
forward in the direction of the Tigris. 

On March 9 the Russian troops were 


reported within 79 miles of the Tigris, 
while another diversion was caused by 
the unheralded advance of a _ second 
British expedition into Palestine from 
Egypt.

SURED BY COTTON 


Good Spot Demand, Poor 
Weather Conditions and 
Wilson’s Decision to Arm 
Ships Helped Market. 


New Orleans, La., March 11.—Moder- 
ate gains were scored in the cotton 
market last week as the result of im- 


provement in the spot demand, unsatis- 
factory weather conditions over the 
belt and, toward the close, on the de- 
cision by this country to arm merchant 
vessels. A wide decrease in the visible 
supply also was a steadying influence 
on the week-end. The net change for 
the week was a gain ofr 21 to 31 points. 

In the spot department all offerings 
at anywhere near the market level of 
prices eagerly were absorbed by buy- 
ers and it was predicted that before 
long the supply of hedged cotton would 
be exhausted, which would force buy- 
ers to consider unhedged cotton which, 
in most instances, is held by owners 
at prices well over the figures now 
on the boards. 

In the belt, the extreme west still 
complained of drouth and low tempera- 
tures while the eastern belt complained 
of excessive atatire, interest in the 
new crop was strengthened by official 
reports tending to show that much 
grain had been winntod on cotton lands. 

The total visible supply of all kinds 
of cotton showed a decrease for the 
week of nearly 250,000 bales, partly 
due to a large decrease in the supply of 
American and partly to a deduction of 
$1,000 bales in the stock of Egyptian 
cotton afloat for Liverpool. It was 
generally considered this deduction was 
rendered necessary by the many recent 
disasters to shipping through unre- 
atricted submarine w arfare. This item

He 
wa's one of the most picturesque mem- 
bers of the house and prided himself | 
on being the tallest member.
